marked that the greatest development in 
the case of Helen Keller was that of the

The annual report of the government 


director of the Union Pacific railroad 
states that iht- entire system is in ex- 
cellent condition. The earnings, how- 
ever, for the firfoal yeer ending June

entitled, 
" An Ordinance to 
Amend Town Ordinance No. 86 of the Town 
of Eeno, entitled, ' An Ordinance to iix and 
collect a licence tax upon certain trades and 
business in the town of Reno,1 " adopted 
March 1st, 1893, adopted Sept. 4,1893. 
By virtue of the power and authoritj con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
Washoe county, Nevada, do ordain us fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 1. Section one of said amendatory 
ordinance is hereby amended to read as t'ol- 
f cws: 


SECTION 1. Every person, firm or associa- 
tion engaged in belling goods, wares, mer- 
chandise or other personal property at auc- 
tion or public outcry (except persons milking 
such sales under an execution, or other order 
of Court), shall pay quarterly for a licence to 
carry on or conduct such business five hund- 
red dollars, or for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from the first day of the month in 
which such license is issued) of two hundred 
and iifty dollars, or by the day, for each and 
every day, that ho or they shall be engaged 
in said business, twenty-five dollars; pro- 
vided, however, that all persons having 
second-hand household goods and furniture, 
second-hand vehicles and live stock may sell 
or causo to be sold at public auction or out- 
cry without obtaining a license therefor. 
Section 2 of said amendatory ordinance is 
amended so as to read as follows:

lion lie Truposca to Solve tile Silver 


Question. — Wheat 
and 
Iron 
for 


^lonry. 


Thomas A. Edison the greatest elect- 


rician and inventor, offers a new 
solution. In an interview with a rep- 
resentative of the Examiner he said he 
had watched with a good deal of in- 
terest the fight between the gold men 
and the silver men and has read many 
speeches on the subject, which he has 
considered from a tlioroaghly scien- 
tific standpoint. 


"Thia hankering after gold and silver 


is largely traditonal," said Mr. Edison, 
speaking to the E'fMln?? representa- 
tive at his laboratory at Orange, N. J. 
People allow tb^rntelves to be gov- 
erned by old ideas oa the sabject of 
coinage formulated at a time when 
national credits did not.exist and cur- 
rency would only be taken at its in- 
trinsic value. 


"In the olden days, when man put 


his goods or hio labor into money 
he wanted that money to have an in- 
trinsic market value, and so lie de- 
manded either gold or silver. In thepe 
days a United States Government bond, 
of no intransic value, is worth more 
than its face value in. gold. It pays 
interest and is easy to handle and safer 
to keep than any precious metal. Every 
sensible man knows he would rather 
have a roll of greenbacks than the same 
amount in gold, which is heavy and 
clumsy. Nevertheless, there is a tradi- 
tional love of gold and silver, which are 
only valuable because everybody wants 
them and are of no value themselves, 
not being so useful as iron, which is a 
real precious metal. 


"The 
people demand, apparently, 


that their dollar repre&ent an intrinsic 
market value or labor performed. Now 
it is acknowledged that the relative 
value of both gold and silver is con- 
stantly fluctuating and thus affecting 
the price of everything else, and the 
demand for them, which is increasing, 
is larger than the supply, which is 
diminishing. 


A \VIIE\T DOLLAB. 


"What wo need is a new standard of 


value," said Mr Edison. "I think that 
the beat dollar could be made out of 
compressed wheat. You take a bushel 
of wheat and squeeze the water out of 
it, and then compress it into a cake 
the size of a silver dollar and stamp the 
Government mark upon it. That would 
represent the actual value and labor 
performed. 
Both gold 
and 
silver 


could then be dispensed with, and the 
present bimetallic problem solved. 


•'Our currency, moreover, would be 


as scood as gold or silver in foreign ex- 
change, for our wheat goes to all coun- 
tries of the world. 


IRON A PBEOIOUS METAL 


"In all this talk about metal for coin- 


age," continued Mr. Edison, "I am sur- 
prised that no one had suggested the 
using ot iron, which is the most prec- 
ious metal. Gold is of no use, or silver 
either. Mankind has no use for either 
gold or silver, but iron could not be 
dispensed with. 


"If the people only would give up 


this foolish, traditional, hereditary 
hankering for gold and silver, those 
metals would not be worth the price of 
old lead, and would be kicked aside by 
civilization. The human race on the 
other hand, cannot dispense with iron. 
Iron must be produced to keep pace 
with consumption or its price will 
steadily rise. The demand for iron is 
steady and will never cease, therefore 
why not issue Treasury certificates 
on iron ? This is the greatest iron pro- 
ducing country in tLe world, and our 
output amounts annually to more than 
the output of both gold and silver. 


"Instead of loading up the Treasury 


with these useless metals, and as peo- 
ple would want bills of large denomin- 
ations to accompany the wheat dollar, 
why not buy iron or steel instead and 
issue Treasury certificates upon that ?" 


The wheat dollar, said Mr. Edison, 


would be the farmer's dollar. Popu- 
lar superstition in regard to gold and 
silver was on a par with prices paid for 
so-called " precious stones." For these 
minerals Mr. Edison professes the ut- 
most contempt. 


" I would not give 50 cents for a car- 


load of diamonds," said he. It is well 
known that Mr. Edison is manufactur- 
ing rubies by the pound to serve as 
bearings of phonographs and other del- 
icate pieces of mechanism. 


MANUFACTURING PRECIOUS STONES. 


But, he says, it would be an easy 


matter to manufacture sapphires, em- 
eralds, garnets and other gems, except 
the diamond. 


"Anybody can make those stones," 


said Mr. Edison. " As to the diamond, 
that is a hard nut to crack, but it will 
come one of these days, and when 
diamonds are turned out by the pound 
and given away in boxes of candy or 
cigarettes they wiil reach about then: 
intrinsic value indeed. One man has 
almost succeeded in making diamonds. 
He makes a greenish stone of carbon 
and silicon which in hardness comes 
between the diamond and the sapphire, 
and is the next hardest thing to the 
diamond." 


"Do you mean to say that realrubies 


sapphires and emeralds can be made?'' 


"Yes, indeed," replied Mr. Edison. 


" It is only a short time since half the 
jewelers in the world were deceived by 
rubies turned out by a Paris syndi- 
cate, which manufactured them in a 
lump to suit customers. 
Many of 


these rubies, which the most expert 
could not detect from the real, were 
sold in New York. After a careful ex- 
amination had been made it was found 
that there was only one difference be- 
tween the natural and artificial ruby, 
and that was one which an ordinary 
citizen conld not detect. 


" That difference was in the shape of 


the bubble in the stone. In the natural 
ruby where the bubble occurs it is
